Meybe 
now, this CW signal wes from a man who ordinarily used phene snd 
whose modulstor was out of comnission. Or he muy heve hed anly 
one crystal with which to work anyone, and had to _use that frequen- 
cy. Or an urgent schédule could have been in the process of being 
carried on. When such ® situation arises, why not count to ten 
(most phone men cn alresdy say one-two-three-four) and then remem- 
ber the. golden rule, the amsteur's creed, or use common sense be- 
fore denouncing the CW station where everyone both interested end 
dis-interested in amateur radio activities could wet a load of it. 
It seems that the law says that CW may be used in most parts of 
most bands assigned to amateuroperation, regardless of phone 
sub-divisions or restrictions. also, how about the ancient puling 
that a station shell use the minimum amount of power needed to 
effect good communicetions, when working a local station, either 
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CW or phone. In this day and aye of efficient transmitters and yood 
receivers, considersble savings in the monthly power bill bould te 
effected by operators paying attention to that part of the rules «nd 
regulations.
